(next slides). Seminars are 110 minutes, Wednesdays, 12:10PM to 2:00PM EST.

Platform Workers 


Platform workers who attend the event series will 
have the opportunity to learn about alternative 
approaches to labor platforms that are being 
developed by smaller, non-tech companies. Before 
the event, these individuals may have been 
unaware of these alternatives and may have felt 
limited by their current options. However, after the 
event, they will have a better understanding of the 
options available to them and may feel more 
empowered to explore alternative approaches. 


Disenchanted Social Media Users 


Disenchanted social media users who attend the 
event will have the opportunity to learn about 
alternative social media platforms, such as 
Mastodon, that prioritize accountability and ethical 
practices. 


Members of Cooperatives 


Members of cooperatives who attend the event will 
learn about new developments in the intersection 
of cooperatives and the digital economy. Before the 
event, these individuals may not have been aware 
of these developments and may have limited 
knowledge on the topic. However, after the event 
series, they will have a better understanding of the 
opportunities and challenges in this area and be 
able to apply this knowledge to their own 
cooperative businesses. 


Technologists 


Technologists who attend the event series will have 
the opportunity to learn about ways in which they 
can support the developrnent of cooperative digital 
solutions and contribute to the public good. Before 
the event, these individuals may have felt 
disenchanted with their current careers and 
uncertain about how they could use their skills for 
the greater good. After the event, they will have a 
better understanding of the opportunities available 
to them and may feel more motivated to use their 
skills for positive chanae. 


Policymakers 


Policymakers who attend the event series will learn 
about ways in which they can support emerging or 
existing cooperative digital solutions in their 
jurisdiction. Before the event, these individuals may 
have been unaware of the potential for cooperative 
digital solutions in their area and may not have 
known how to support them. After the event, they 
will have a better understanding of the potential for 
these solutions and will be able to use this 
knowledge to create supportive policies and 
initiatives. 


University Students 


Our courses are open to university students at any 
stage of their academic journey, from 
undergraduate to graduate level. These courses 
offer a unique opportunity for students to see how 
research can be closely connected to real-world 
communities and issues. 


Researchers 


Ph.D. students and researchers who attend the 
event series will have the opportunity to learn from 
and connect with others who are working on 
platform cooperativism from a variety of 
angles.Before the event, these individuals may have 
felt isolated in their research and may not have had 
the opportunity to connect with others in the field. 
After the event, they will have a stronger network of 
colleagues and will be able to share ideas and 
collaborate on research projects. 


Advocates 


Advocates and allies who attend the event series 
will have the opportunity to learn more about 
platform cooperativism and connect with the 
global community of individuals working in this 
area. Before the event, these individuals may have 
had limited knowledge on the topic and may not 
have had the opportunity to connect with others 
who share their interests. 


Allies 


Allies in the social economy movement who attend 
the program have the opportunity to learn about 
ways in which they can genuinely include 
alternatives in their theory of change and fight for 
better worker rights.
